Instead  of  tlhie,  however,  all  the 
return  which  the  people  get  back, 
insolence,  political  corruption, 
and  extortion.  The  case  which  I 
have  cited  of  the  New  York  Ele¬ 
vated  Bailroad  Company  is  a  good 
example,  but  it  is  only  in  a  line 
with  all  other  corporations  through¬ 
out  the  country  which  have  been 
nursed  and  fattened  by  the  public 
Treasury.
